It points out that the HCUA had proposed to hold hearings in 1959 
concernmg communist activities among educators and that widespread opposition 
to the proposed hearings had arisen among teachers' groups, church organizations, 
civil liberties' groups, student groups, and a few newspapers. Although the 1959 
hearings were cancelled, a nucleus of these groups remained intact. When the 
11960 hearings were announced, the Communist Party skillfully propagandized 
the Idea that they were again aimed at teachers. The combination of the existing' 
mcleus of these groups and communist propaganda resulted in a quick reactivation 
Ji tnem.

I As the enclosed newspaper article indicates, the HCUA rebuttal 

exposed the NCC's report on this point, correctly showing that the material 
|had been used out of context. 

Unfortunately, the HCUA erred equally in its rebuttal by going to 
the opposite extreme; In its report on the point it attempts to emphasize the 
Communist Party opposition and minimize the noncommunist opposition to 
the HCUA, stating that what really was meant in "Communist Target— Youth" 
was that the communists reactivated their own front groups. This clearly 
is in contradiction to what was said and obviously is a distorted interpretation 
of it. 

The truth, then, is that both the NCC and the HCUA are wrong on 
the point. The former quoted out of context for the purpose of minimizing 
the role which communists played at the San Francisco riots. Tha latter 
distorted the meaning to stress the role which communists played at the riots. 
The incident is typical of the distortions which have been made by those who 
have engaged in the bitter battle about "Operation Abolition" and have attempted 
to use "Communist Target— Youth" to support their particular positions in the 
squabble.

Reference is made to my memorandum dated 12/26/61 in captioned 
matter concerning statements attributed to Judge Axelrod in an article which 
appeared in the ♦'Phoenix Gazette, " particularly the statement that the Director 
had "later admitted" that an additional portion of the Judge's decision should 
have been included in the Bureau's pamphlet on the San Francisco riot.

Price asked the. Judge if he had been quoted correctly as having 
told the Phoenix Chamber of Commerce that he was convinced the demonstrators 
were not engaged in subversive activities or in spreading subversive propaganda. 
Axelrod claimed he was not certain of exactly what he had said but that, if he 
had made such a statement^ he was talking about the students and not the 
communist rioters. Price referred him to the article in which the Judge was 
Iquoted last year as saying he very definitely agreed with the Director that the 
jCity Hall riots and mob demonstrations had been instigated by com;munist 
lelements. A^relrod replied that he still agreed with this statement. 

Price then told Axelrod bluntly that through his statements in 
Phoenix he had acted in a. very inconsistent manner and that for someone wha 
wanted to avoid controversy such inconsistency was strange. Axelrod repeated 
several times that all he wanted to. do was to forget the whole matter and that 
he felt enough had been said about it already, 

From the foregoing, it seems pretty obvious Axelrod said some 
I things in Phoenix he now regrets. We have his denial that he ever made the 
statement about the Director and his claim that he was misquoted. To nail 
; this down for the record, there is enclosed a letter to Axelrod referring to 
I his denial and his claim that he was misquoted and letting him know clearly 
^ what the Director's position is on the matter.
